. ‘The annual revenues of the whole royal boroughs of Scot- 
land, thongh they are not afcertained with precifion, may, 
according’ to our information, be ‘moderately eltimated at 
Ls 100,080 Sterling. “This large revenue, belonging to the 


communities of oughs, and which ovght to be faithfully 
applied to the moft publi¢ purpofes, is fubjeét to the 
adminiftration of men who are not bound to render any ac- 


count whatever. 

*The Court of Seffion had,. a confiderable time’ ago, in the 
cafe of the Burgefles of Kinghorn again{t Provoft Hamilton 
and others, found, That aétion did not lie in that Court, at 

inftance of private Burgeffes, to compel the Magiftrates 
of Boroughs to account. By a recent decifion of the Court 
of Exchequer in Scotland, it is found, ‘That this Court has 
no jurifdidiion in that matter. The idea of @ power, in the 
Convention of Royal Burghs in Scotland, to bring Magi- 
{trates to an account for the management of the revenue, has 
been reprobated by the late opinions of the Barons of Ex- 
chequer, as neither founded* in law, nor fupported by any 
principle of expediency ; fo that, as the law of Scotland is 
now uhderftood, there does not exift a power to controul the 
adminiftration of Boroughs, thongh it regulates the police 
of, thefe communities, tramples on the liberties of the Bar- 
gefles, whom it has reduced to the utmoft infignificance, ana 
_Managesa revenue of L. 100,000 per aunum ! 

In thefe ‘circumftances, the condition of the Royal Bo- 
roughs of Scotland calls aloud for the interpofition of the 
Legiflature, and for the introduétion of a liberal and falutary 
fyftem of borongh government. That reform for which the. 
Burgefles of Scotland contend is, both in refpeét, of its uti- 
lity and propriety, fupported by precedents of great autho- 
sity. ‘In 1773, the freedom of the town-of Stirling was for- 
feitéd by atts of bribery and corruption. In 178: it was re- 
ftored by the benignity of the crown ;-and his Majefty, after 
taking the advice of the Attorney General for England, the 
Lord Advocate for Scotland, with a Committee of the Privy 
Council, waspleafed, for the better order and good government 
of the faid borough, to alter the former fet or conftitution, 
by which the; common council was felf-eleéted, and to veft 
the eleétion in the Guildry or merchants at.large, and mem- 
bers of the Incorporated Trades, nearly in the very manner 
that is now propofed by the prefent application for reform. 
‘The wifdom of this alteration is now confpicuous in the ap- 
pearance abd adminiftration of the town. Partiamentary i- 
deas correfpond entirely to thofe liberal fentiments then dif- 
covered by the officers of the Crown. For, in the late report 
of the Committee of the Honfe of Commons refpedting the 
fiheries, it is propofed, that the magiftrates of the projected 
towns fhall be chofen by the boujeholders; a more extenfive 

. €déimmunication of the rights of elcétion, than is now claimed 
by the Burgeffes of Scotiand. , 
It is proper tovadvert, that, as the reform of the Scottith 
now, propofed leaves the parliamentary eleétions 
on their former footing, it is manifeftly diltinguifhed frog.

ecommerce, in arts, and in arms t‘And can we entertain a 


doubt, that the gentlemen of that country will now be tle- 
* firous to d the influence of the fame falutary fyflem to 
evecy part of the united kingdom? jie 
To be allowed to participate.in the extenfive commerce of 
England, was not the only blefling which, the Union had pro- 
mifed to Scotland. If not a more zainful, at leaft'a more 
ci,aging and elevated profpeét was opened, in the hopes 
tht the liberties of England, which had rendered*that na- 
tic. illuftrions, happy, and powerful, might in time be com- 
muricated to Scotland. Until ‘this event fhall happen, it 
cannot with juftice be faid that the Scottifh nation has expe- 


rienced, in their full extent, thofe fortunate and dans | 


confequences which were expected from the Union, 

The abolition of the heritable juriWidiions, in 1748, wat 
no doubt a ftep towards the eftablithment of the liberties of 
Scotland. ‘This meafure, fuggelted perhaps by a violent 
caufe, was adepted by the wifdom. of a British Pa, liament 
The prefent application for Reform originates emtirely with 
the people of Scotland, and proceeds fron.a fenfeiof oppre 
fion, and a love of freedom. It is indeed the firft nftance in 
which she voice of Liberty, from Scotland, has bren heard 
pleading her caufe, in fulemn form, before the triburial of a 
Britith Parliament. 

There is therefore every reafon to expeét that a meafure 
at once fo moderate and: fo falutary in irfelf, fo dieatially - 
neceflary indeed to the profperity of the boroughs of Seot- 
land, in one of which it has already taken place sy. royal 
authority, and fo.agreeable to tbe withes of a greathadyof 
the people, will not be rejected, but will meet wich that ine 
dulgence which a liberality of fentiment is apt. to ialpite, 
and that protection which the wiflom and juftige of @ Bri- 
tih government will naturally extend to the rights of every 
part of the Britifh dominions.
